The design of this giant ‘bride is 
entirely British, and it is giving 
eniployment -to more than 1,000 
Britons, It is .being constryct- 
ed by Dormah, ‘Long, and Co., and 
all the steel used'is being exported 
from England. 

Mr, Ralph Freeman, M. Inst. C.E., 
the.designer, who also designed the

“Et is naturally the most jmport-

_|he said, “and I want'to be there to
